going on, 

Snyder is in jail awaiting 
trial for murder, but the 
baby's 18-year-old mother is 
free. Angry Viola wants them 
both charged. 

"Snyder may have been the 
one who did it, but no mother 
would not check on her baby," 
said furious Viola, 39, who had 
legal custody of her grandson 
before his death. 

"And no matter how big a 
man he is, there is a way to 
stop him. 

"When I saw Kevin's little 
face and his little head at the 
hospital, all I could feel was 



hate. I wanted to kill Linda." 

A spokesman for the Burl- 
ington County, New Jersey, 
Prosecutor's office says the 
young mother was not charged 
because there is no evidence 
she violated any laws.

the baby as he lingered four 
days in the hospital before he 
died. And after the tyke's 
tragic death, she demanded 
the boy's body for a proper 
burial.

The tragically short life of 
Kevin was filled with violence, 
relatives say.

"She convinced me the baby 
was going to be in good care.

The huge airliner was fly- 
ing at 30,000 feet Just south of 
Bermuda on a flight from 
Montreal to Lima, Peru, when 
it encountered the storm.

The ghostly airplanes from 
the past suddenly surrounded 
the troubled jetliner. 

'The sky seemed to light up 
all around them and a voice 
said to us over our radio, 
'Don't worry, mate, we'll lead 
you out of this,' " said co- 
pilot Fernando Nunez. For the 



next 30 minutes, the 747 was 
at the mercy of the eerie 
squadron. 

"Once we were clear of the 
storm, the fighter planes 
dipped their wings and disap- 
peared as mysteriously as 
they had appeared," Capt. Me- 
neses told newspaper report- 
ers in Lima. 

Schoolteacher Rosa Paliza 
Nava was a passenger sitting 
on the port side of the jet. She 
had a clear view of one of the 
phantom planes. "There was a 



star on the plane and the 
words 'U.S. Navy' on the side. 
A pilot and two crewmen were 
clearly visible," said Miss 
Nava. 

"Many other passengers 
saw what 1 saw." 

It was the second time In 
three years the ghost squad- 
ron has been spotted over the 
Devil's Triangle. The crew of 
the freighter, Carlbe Tiger, 
spotted the planes only 35 
miles off the Florida coast in 
December 1987.

TITANIC 
FOUND 



She hasn't aged a day in 78 years —

A 29-year-old woman thought to have per- 
ished on the Titanic has been rescued from an 
iceberg in the North Atlantic — 78 years after 
the ocean liner sank on its maiden voyage in 
1912! 

Even more amazing, Winnie Coutts was wearing the 
same clothes she had on 
when the steamship sailed 
from Great Britain for the 
United States and appar- 
ently hasn't aged a day in 
all the years she's been 
missing. 

"This is beyond eerie — this 
is unreal," said psychiatrist 
Jarle Haaland, one of 27 doc- 
tors and scientists who have 
examined the woman since her 
rescue by a Norwegian fishing 
vessel on September 24. 

"As a doctor I'm wracking 



my brain to find a logical ex- 
planation for all this, but 
there's no logic to it. I never 
thought I would hear myself 
say this, but it's like this 
woman has been existing in 
some kind of limbo or time 
warp for the past 78 years." 

Tlie respected European 
News Service broke the news 
that Mrs. Coutts of Southamp- 
ton, England, had been spotted 
and rescued from an iceberg 
275 miles southwest of Iceland 



at 8:23 a.m. on Monday. Sep- 
tember 24. 

According to the dispatch. 
Capt. Carl-Jorgen Hus of the 
trawler Fosshagen told mari- 
time autljprities that the wom- 
an was sacking wet and suffer- 
ing from exposure but was 
otherwise in good health. 

He al^ said she was wearing 
tum-of4he<entury clothing, 
insisted that the year was 1912 
and repeatedly asked what 
happened to the other survi- 
vors of the Titanic disaster. 

"She was still clutching her 
ticket when we lifted her off 
the iceberg and refused to be- 
lieve us when we told her that 
the Titanic sank 78 years ago." 
said Capt. Hus. 

"She was very confused, al- 
most hysterical, so we cut our 
fishing trip short and took her

back to Oslo. To be perfectly 
frank, the lady gave me the 
creeps. I was damn glad to get 
her off my ship." 

Marine authorities checked 
the Titanic passenger manifest 
and confirmed that Mrs. W. 
Coutts boarded the ship in 
1912. 

They also met the vessel 
when it docked in Oslo and 
took the woman to the famed 
Saether Psychiatric Hospital 
for evaluation. 

Since that time she has been 
interviewed and examined by 
no less than 27 doctors and 
scientists who agree that she 
was a passenger on the Titanic 
and somehow survived when it 
sank — even though the 
record states that she had 
drowned. 

But like Dr. Haaland, they 



can only speculate on where 
she has been for the past 78 
years. 

"To hear her tell it, the 
Titanic sank yesterday," said 
the psychiatrist. 

"All she remembers is some- 
body pounding on her cabin 
door and telling her to get 
out. 

"The next thing she knew 
she was being rescued by the 
trawler Fosshagen. 

"It's pathetic, really. She 
keeps asking to see her fam- 
ily back in Southampton but 
they're all dead. 

"Even if she comes to terms 
with that, her problems will be 
far from over," said the doctor. 
"She'll have to accept the fact 
that something happened to 
her that may never be ade- 
quately explained."

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Jealous son kills mom 
for dating too much!

Antonio Prudenzi says he stabbed his 
mother to death because he loved her 
deeply — and was jealous of her boy- 
friends! 

The 21-year-old confessed that it caused him 
too much pain to watch his beautiful mother, 
Angela, 40, running around with other guys. So 
he took a kitchen knife and ended his own miser\' 
by ending her life. 

"I love my mother," he told police in Rome, Italy, 
during his lengthy confession. "But I 
planted a knife in her throat. I killed 
her and left her in a sea of blood. 

"1 killed her because I adored her, 
but she didn't have time for me. She 
never thought about me. My mother 
thought only of her boyfriends and she 
ignored me. She made me feel so 
alone." 

According to witnesses, 
the 21-year-old killer was 
living near his mother and 
her current boyfriend at the

time the murder took place. A friend, 
Vincenzo Lupi, 47, says there was 
mounting tension between the two be- 
cause of Angela's love life. 

The divorcee had a taste for partying 
and handsome men and frequently 
changed lovers. All his life Antonio 



was shunted aside so his mother could 
pay attention to her sweethearts. 

"Not long before she died, Angela 
started an affair with a businessman — 
a young guy who was hardly older than 
her own son," said Lupi. "That was the 
last straw for Antonio. 

"Antonio detested the relationship 
between his mom and this guy his own 
age. He moved out of their home and 
started using drugs. After a while he 
and his mother began having fierce ar- 
guments every time he came around to 
visit." 

One night in an explosion of rage. 
Antonio grabbed a kitchen knife and 
plunged it into his mother's throat — 
again and again and again. After his 
fury was spent, his mom Angela lay 
dead on the floor. 

Hours later, Antonio turned himself 
in to police and freely confessed to the 
crime.

A sobbing housewife was jailed for mur- 
der after confessing that she only wanted to 
teach her runaround hubby a lesson when she 
set fire to his wooden leg — and couldn't 
douse the spreading 
blaze that killed the 
sleeping man. 

The bi2arre tragedy occur- 
red in Innsbruck, Austria, 
where authorities said 43-year- 
old Gretta Dasch was being 
held in connection with the 



& burns HIM to a crisp! 
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death of her husband, Josef. 

"There is no question that 
she burned him to death," said 
Inspector Hermann Lueger. 

Lueger said the mother of 
three was hysterical when she 
called to report a blaze in the 
couple's apartment. 

"When I arrived on the 
scene I found Hr. Dasch's body 



incinerated on what remained 
of the bed," said Lueger. "The 
victim's wife was in the kitch- 
en, and she was so upset that 
she had to be sedated." 

According to the inspector, 
Mrs. Dasch said her 46-year-old 
husband had always been very 
hardworking and a good father 
to their children. But all of that 
changed 18 months ago when 
the 2S0-pound truck driver lost 



his left leg in a car crash. 

"At that point Dasch was 
unable to work," said Lueger. 
"He took to drinking heavily 
and set about squandering the 
sizable insurance settlement 
from his accident. He would 
stay out all night, come home 
and pass out in bed. 

"The woman finally reached 
the end of her rope and de- 
cided that she would take off 



his wooden leg so he couldn't 
go out," Lueger said. "The 
problem was she didn't know 
how to remove it, so she 
poured kerosene on it as he 
slept and struck a match." 

The fire quickly spread to the 
bedsheets and ignited Dasch's 
clothes. Mrs. Dasch tried to 
drag him out of the bed but 
couldn't budge him.

sassin for hire in Konstantinos 
"Kosta" Fotopoulos' "Hunter- 
Killer Club" that he said he was 
forming. 

Kosta was manning a video cam- 
era the dark night they lured Ram- 
sey into a woods and tied him to a 
tree, according to court testimony. 
Ramsey went willingly because he 
thought he was just going through 
an initiation ceremony for the 
"killer club." 

A shocked jury watched in disbe- 
lief as the video showed Diedre pull- 
ing a silencer-equipped .22-caliber 
pistol from her waistband. 

After checking to make sure it 
was loaded, she raised her right arm 
and fired three times at Ramsey's 
stomach from about five feet away. 

Ramsey groaned as the first bul- 
let struck, then grunted and raised 
his left leg in agony. He slumped 
forward and groaned, "God." 

Diedre then lifted Ramsey's head 
by the hair, placed the gun against 
his temple and fired. Ramsey col- 
lapsed to the ground. 

At the time of this grisly murder, 
Kosta, 31, was trying to arrange the 
death of his wife, Lisa, in hopes of 
inheriting her money, according to 
Assistant State Attorney Oavid Da- 
more. 

Kosta conned Diedre into per- 
forming the video murder to ensure 
her cooperation in finding someone 
to kill his wife, Damore said. 

About two weeks after Ramsey 
was slain, Diedre enlisted Brian 
Chase, 18, to kill Kosta's wife. He 
was to break into the Fotopoulos 
home and shoot her as she slept. 

Chase broke into the house as 
agreed and shot Mrs. Fotopoulos 
last November. But he was shot sec- 
onds later by Kosta who then called 
the cops and reported he had just

Diedre not only showed no re- 
morse for the murders, but even 
bragged about it to friends and 
showed off sneakers she said were 
stained by Ramsey's blood, accord- 
ing to witnesses who testified for 
the state. 

But as she stood before Judge 
James Foxman convicted of the 
murders of Ramsey and Chase, she 
bawled like a baby. 

"I take responsibility for my ac- 
tions," she sobbed. "I was a nonwill- 
ing participant in these crimes." 

Her tearful plea for mercy fell on 
deaf ears. Judge Foxman sentenced 
her to die in the electric chair. If 
that happens, she'll be the first 
woman ever executed in Florida. 

Kosta Fotopoulos also faces trial 
in the slayings of Ramsey and 
Chase.

The experts pointed out that 
a co-worker would have to dis- 
play most if not all of these 
traits before you can positively 
identify him or her as a space 
alien.

of them kept cheering after 
she fell to the floor.

Boogs was sentenced to die 
as a "dangerous cat" after two 
neighbor women said he 



chased them into their apart- 
ment, growled and menaced 
them and polished off their 
cat's food. 

The bad-tempered kitty cat 
later growled at anyone who 
came near him and bit animal 
control officer Esther Rasmus- 
sen when she tried to cage him. 

"It's an aggressive cat. It 
was literally attacking people," 
said Health Director Pat Hn- 
tzke, who sentenced Boogs to

SEX MURDER SHOCKER! 



Boy^ I3r strangles little brother and 
his pal — with shoelaces^ cops say!

Two little boys were stran- 
gled with their own shoelaces 
in a bizarre kiddie sex game 
— and the young teenage 
brother of one victim is ac- 
cused of their murders. 

Zach Hurt, 13, said he acciden- 
tally choked his brother, Ben, 8, 
and Todd Pigg Jr., 7, after reading 
a magazine article about a utoerotic 
asphyxiation, said police 
in St. Charles, Missouri. 

The idea is to temporarily 
cut off blood flow to the brain 
to heighten the sexual pleas- 
ure of masturbating. The prac- 
tice can be tempting to certain 




juveniles, say sexual behavior 
experts. 

"Apparently that's what 
Zach was trying to do to the 
two boys, but he went too 
far and choked them to 
death," said St. Charles Police 



Man tries to avoid divorce 
by bombing wife, cops say 



Ronald Hamois tried to blow 
up his wife with a car bomb be- 
cause he had married another 
woman and didn't want to face 
a messy divorce, said police. 

"It was a love triangle and 
rather than go through the 
bother of a divorce and its re- 
sulting complications, he elect- 
ed to get rid of his first wife by 
making her go boom," said 
Commander Rodney C. Rem- 
blad of the Woonsocket, R.I., 
police department. Luckily, 



Joanne Harnois, 36, was not in- 
jured when one of six bombs 
attached to the undercarriage 
of her car exploded while she 
was driving. 

Hamois, 40, was charged 
with assault with intent to 
murder, conspiracy to commit 
murder, two counts of assault 
with a dangerous weapon, big- 
amy and filing a false docu- 
ment. 

Hamois was jailed in lieu of 
$500,000 bail. 



Chief Patrick McCarriek. 
Zach, who police said con- 
fessed to the killings, was 
charged with two counts of sec- 
ond-degree murder and two 
counts of sodomy. 

A 10-year-old boy also was 
charged with hindering prose- 
cution. 

Cops believed the two young- 
sters had been kidnapped when 
they turned up missing. 

But searchers found their 
naked bodies hours later in the 
woods. 

They were lying by their 
bicycles with their clothes 
folded neatly beside them. 
Shoelaces were tied tightly 
around their necks. 

The teenage suspect was de- 
scribed as a quiet loner by his 
eighth grade classmates. "My 
son had to look in his yearbook 
to see who he was," said one 
mother. 

Another classmate said, "He 
was just a polite person." 

Todd's grief -stricken mother 
said the suspect should stand 
trial as an adult. But he isn't 
old enough. 

"I want to face him," she 
said of Zach. 

"I still don't know what hap- 
pened. You need to know to 
start healing."

1969. He gave photographer 
Gerald Cumisky $27.50 toward 
the photos, but couldn't come 
up with the $110 balance. 

As the years passed, there 
were other priorities in the 
lives of the young couple. They 
had three children, a mortgage 
and other more pressing bills. 

The wedding pictures were 
long forgotten until Barbara 
flipped through a relative's 
wedding album one day recent- 
ly. 

She wondered about her 
wedding photos, but guessed 
they were destroyed long ago. 

Barbara called the photogra- 
pher Gerald Cumisky and 
asked him to look for the pic- 
tures. He phoned back with 
great news. He had found the 
20 black-and-white prints. 

The couple didn't flinch 
when the photographer said he 
HAD to charge them modern- 
day prices — that averaged out 
to more than $55 per picture. 

Tears of joy began to flow 
when they thumbed through 
photos of that special day more 
than 20 years ago.
